Ar a recent convention of window trimmers, held 
in Chicago, many practical ideas for the display of 


Window goods in store windows were brought 
Trimmers’ out. A point of direct interest to the 


Practical hardware trade, that was discussed at 

Suggestions. -4me length, was the desirability of 
placing price cards on window exhibits. There is a 
decided difference of opinion~on this subject, some 
retailers maintaining that it is not wise to boldly dis- 
play the price of the articles shown in store windows, 
while others believe that the prominent quotation of 
prices is the strongest feature in a window display. 
Said one speaker: ‘‘The price ticket is the thing that 
is interesting to everybody. A man looks at two 
things in ‘seeking a bargain’ The first is the price 
ticket, the next is the general appearance of the 
goods.” The general opinion as expressed at the con- 
vention was that attractively printed price cards are 
desirable. 

Another shibject that was discussed at some length 
was the crowding of show windows. Said one ex- 
pert: “A window may show a garden effect with com- 
paratively few goods displayed, but it will ‘pull.’ If 
true to nature, and therefore attractive, it will lure 
big crowds into the store.” The rule appears to be 
that*few rather than many goods should be shown, 
to produce the best effect. 

An exception to this rule is the display made at 

hristmas time, or on special occasions when it is 
necessary to show a complete line of goods for some 
particular purpose, as for Fourth of July, the planting 
eason, ete. But for the ordinary window display 
mphasis should be laid on a few leaders rather than 

» attempt to convey the idea of a complete stock. An 

genious arrangement of seasonable articles will do 

re to attract the attention and sell goods than a 
iscellaneous showing of many things without special 

nphasis on anything. 

Heretofore, window display has been considered 
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largely from the standpoint of the dry goods dealer, 
but of late years the hardware trade has given much 
attention to this form of retail advertising. The hard- 
ware dealer labors under this disadvantage, that the 
materials which he has to work with are not in them- 
selves as attractive as those of the dry goods mer- 
chant and others, so that in a hardware window the 
real test of excellence is ingenuity, originality, attrac- 
tive arrangement, etc. Here is an opportunity for the 
exercise of skill. It is a field for the enterprising 
hardware retailer in which he will have less competi- 
tion than he would have if a really effective display 
were more easily made. 








In the matter of tin supply the United States is 
almost entirely dependent on importations.

British strike. A few weeks of cessation 
of shipments from England would have had a most 
disastrous effect on American tin markets. 

The report of the United States Geological Survey 
shows that the production of tin from ore mined in 
the United States is negligible, so that the secondary 
recoveries constitute practically the sole domestic sup- 
ply. The report further states that the recoveries for 
1910 show a large increase over those for 1909, mainly 
because the quantity of metal recovered from scruff 
and drosses from tin and terne plate manufacturers 
was ascertained. There were also several plants which 
made tin oxide and tin chloride from clean scrap tin. 
The production of those compounds is calculated as 
metal to avoid disclosing the output of products having 
a limited use. Although a large quantity of tin is re- 
covered from scrap by electrolytic treatment, and a 
smaller quantity is converted directly into oxide and 
chloride, the principal recovery is made from scruff 
and drosses, or in alloys. 

The use of old tin cans as a source of tin was not 
extended. The cost of collecting, transportation 
charges, and inability to dispose of the old black plate 
from which the tin is wholly or partly removed are 
the principal reasons given why more old tin cans are 
not utilized. 








SUCCESS in retail business depends on so many qual- 
ities of management and ability that it would be 1m- 
possible to single out any one charac- 


oa teristic of the successful man the lack 
Men R : : vai 
Fail of which accounts for non-success. The 


man who has failed usually has been the 
victim of a dozen untoward circumstances. He over- 
bought, extended credit too freely, was careless about 
his collections, let his store run down in appearance, 
neglected his advertising, then had a bad run of sick- 
ness, or a fire or some other misfortune, and went into 
bankruptcy. It was not one calamity, but the com- 
bination of many that floored him; not his lack of 
ability in one direction, but in several, that made suc- 
cess impossible. Thousands of men are making a 
sort of half-way success in retailing who are lacking 
in some one or more of the qualities of good general- 
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ship but are not entire failures. They are not real suc- 
cesses, but they manage to keep along in business. 

Looking at the other side of the picture, the requi- 
sites of success may be summed up in good manage- 
ment. To be a good manager it is necessary to know 
one’s business, and this means concentration, for no 
man can know thoroughly half a dozen different lines. 
The man who devotes himself to one line of business 
or employment will become expert and successful. 
The man who divides up his energies among several 
different lines will be unable to do justice to any. 
If he puts his entire time and energy into his own line 
he will know its every detail, will be able to buy right, 
which is half the battle, and will sell right as well, 
and with such a combination there can be no possi- 
bility of failure. 

Aside from this there are some minor details that 
should be observed. Don’t waste money on useless 
expense, like extravagant rents or unproductive ad- 
vertising. Don’t attempt to sell all the goods sold 
in your town at the expense of your own and your 
competitors’ profits. Don’t lose your grip on your 
own business—be master of your employes without 
making yourself offensive. In other words, let them 
know you are boss without losing their friendship. 
Be a manager rather than a worker; be content to 
furnish the brains and let others do the work. Pay 
your own bills promptly and insist on prompt payment 
from others who owe you. In short, put brains into 


your business and reap success. 











Ir pays to be polite—courteous. That is a simple 

statement of fact, but it holds a wealth of meaning in 

its five or six words. The gist of it is 

Buyer that there is money in politeness. That 

> sacral answers the oft-asked question, “What is 

there in it?” that is made to apply to 

practically everything in life now-a-days. Money in 
politeness? Yes. 

Just one instance: The buyer for a large house 
may well be courteous and considerate to the traveling 
men who call on him, for he should know that by so 
doing he will gain their good will and co-operation in 
every purchase he makes. On the other hand, the 
crusty, sour-tempered, abusive buyer can do more to 
discredit his house, keep it out of the extra discounts 
it might otherwise get, and in general pile up hatred 
and ill-will by his domineering and disagreeable atti- 
tude than all the other officials of the house can coun- 
teract. Does anyone imagine that a buyer of that 
temperament is making money for his principals by 
his discourteous treatment of traveling men? 

On the other hand, there is the approachable, con- 
siderate buyer who keeps in mind the convenience of 
the traveler quite as much as his own. He knows that 
a half hour’s delay may mean to a traveler a lay-over 
of an entire day. He avoids any such delay, if possi- 
ble. helps the traveler in his routing, directs him to the 
best trains and hotels and inquires about his health, 
his plans and his success. He may not give him an 
order—courtesy does not mean unnecessary patronage, 
but he can dismiss a traveling man without an order 
with more grace than the discourteous buyer can dis- 
miss him with an order. And it is safe to say that 
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when an order is given by the courteous buyer he vets 
the right goods and all the discounts that go jt) 
them, so far as the traveling man has any influence jp 
the matter. Think what this means in a busines: 
extending over a series of years, and then say, is thes 
any money in politeness. 

Usually the buyer represents some large house that 
has traveling men of its own on the road. Suppose, 
for example, that each one of those men loses ar 
average of one day a week through the discourtesy of 
buyers. It means something to the house at the close 
of the year’s business. Wouldn’t it be better for the 
buyer to show courtesy himself and demand equal 
courtesy for the salesmen of his own house: and jj 
this rule were generally established the discourteous 
buyer would soon be relegated to the wood pile, where 
he belongs.

Price control by the manufacturer is a subject that 
will not be downed. Supreme courts may fulminate 
against it and repress it in various forms. 


Practi . . : : 
ni but the ingenuity of man will devise new 
Control. plans to circumvent even the highest 


tribunal in the land. Price control is 
regarded as one of the rights of the manufacturer, 
and will not be surrendered even to law, for if present 
law does not sanction it as at present practised, some 
new form of price protection will be devised that the 
law will sanction. 

A San Francisco manufacturer has a plan which 
works to his satisfaction and is quite within the law. 
He makes food specialties and sells them at full retail 
price to the grocer, giving the jobber an intermediate 
discount of 10 per cent and 2 per cent for cash. The 
retailer gets the 2 per cent cash discount but nothing 
more. In the case in which the goods are packed he 
finds a draft on the manufacturer for the retailer's 
profit. In endorsing this draft the retailer signs a 
statement that he has not sold and will not sell the 
goods for less than the full price. The draft may be 
returned to the jobber in part payment for the goods, 
or it may be deposited in bank, but in any case it 
eventually gets back to the manufacturer, and as it 
bears the same mark as the goods sold, it identifies or 
traces the goods. 

This plan is not new. It has been in force long 
enough to demonstrate its satisfactory working, and it 
is entirely beyond reach of hostile legal decision.

It is stated that work in the Mississippi Valley Stove 
works, at Fulton, Ill., will be resumed within the next 
month. The factory has been closed down since early 
in December, owing principally, the management says, 
to an over-supply of manufactured stock. 

An important improvement used in the “Equity” 
line by the Portsmouth Stove & Range Co., and on 
which letters patent were taken out Feb. 22, 1910, is 
the Inland Drop Oven Door. This invention prevents 
a sudden opening of the door, and when the door is 
closed, maintains it in such position without the use of 
a catch. This is a very important feature in oven 
doors of gas stoves, preventing a blowing out of the 
door by an accumulation of gas within the oven. It 
is equally desirable for other reasons on ordinary coal 
ranges, 

A French inventor has recently shown how under- 
ground water may, in certain circumstances, make its 
presence known on the surface through purely scien- 
tific channels. M. Dienert is the inventor, and the in- 
strument used by him is a microphone. One end of a 
tube is inserted in the ground, and the other is at- 
tached to the microphone. Thus the sound of flowing 
or dripping water is magnified, and conveyed to the 
ear from great depths. By means of this instrument 
two springs, at a depth of 50 ft., have been found in 
the Valley of the Marne. 

The Fort Smith Stove Works, of Fort Smith, Ark., 
has been absorbed by the Western Wheelbarrow & 
Manufacturing Co., which is now. moving to Fort 
Smith, from Kansas City, Mo., and is incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Arkansas with capital 
stock of $200,000. A large plant is being erected by 
the new company in connection with the stove plant. 
The line of stoves will be increased. The other line 
will include wheelbarrows, trucks, lawn swings, hand 
carts, etc. The plant is located in a rich lumber dis- 


trict and enjoys favorable freight rates in its territory.

GERMAN PIG-IRON SYNDICATE. 


Prospects are said to be favorable to a renewal of 
the Essen Pig-Iron Syndicate in Germany. By terms 
of the new agreement, production and prices through- 
out the whole of western Germany will be controlled. 
The arrangement will subsist for four years from 
July 1 and is of unusual importance as paving the way 
for the establishment of a general pig-iron syndicate 
to regulate the entire pig-iron industry of Germany. 
The immediate effect of the successful conclusion of 
the negotiations, says the latest report, will probably 
be an advance in prices.

LIGHTNING PROTECTION.

In the following article, E. S. Keene, Professor of 
Physics and Mechanical Engineering, at the North 
Dakota Agricultural College, gives some highly inter- 
esting facts on protection from lightning. 

Protection from lightning is a subject that recurs 
with the coming of each springtime. In the violence 
of an atmospheric electric disturbance, accompanied 
by the awe-inspiring flashes of lightning so common 
with the thunderstorms of the northwest, there are 
few who have not desired the protection of a light- 
ning-proof shelter. 

The probability of an individual building being 
struck by lightning is really very slight but there is 
always a possibility of such an occurrence and also 
that the stroke might be attended with considerable 
violence ; more than that, the building might take fire. 

That lightning rods are real protection to buildings 
from lightning has been proven so many times that 
their value is no longer questioned, but the possibility 
of obtaining experimental data is so limited that def- 
inite rules for the establishment of the rods and con- 
ductors have never been formulated. For many years 
lightning rods were looked upon with suspicion in this 
country, because their sale for a considerable period 
was used as a means to defraud the unwary. 

The formation of lightning is very imperfectly un- 
derstood, but experience with its vagaries and a knowl- 
edge of the laws of high-tension electric currents has 
established a fairly good understanding of the meth- 
ods of constructing lightning conductors for all ordi- 
nary discharges. It is very well known that lightning 
is the discharge of a large amount of electricity in a 
very short space of time and that whatever affords it 
a passage to the earth is apt to be badly damaged, un- 
less the vehicle happens to be a good conductor of 
electricity and of sufficient size to transmit this amount 
of electric energy the flash contains; in which case it 
passes away doing no damage at all. 

As a storm develops the electrically charged clouds 
pass over the earth and when the electrical intensity 
becomes great enough to break down the resistance of 
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the intervening air, the resulting discharge wi! pass 

into the earth by the most convenient path. 1)\js ;, 

commonly some high object of the landscape, a }yu:j\q. 
ing, a pole, a tree or any other object that exten, up 
from the earth. If the object is a conductor of clec. 
tricity and connected with the earth, the lightning w;)) 
pass into the ground without the least damage being 
done, but if it is not a good conductor, the havoc tha; 
is wrought in an instant is sometimes appalling. 

Buildings with metallic roofs that are properly ¢ 
nected with the earth are far better protectors from 
lightning than could be given by rods. Buildings that 
are completely covered with sheet metal and well con- 
nected with the earth are practically lightning proof, 
Covered in this manner, buildings have been known to 
be repeatedly struck by lightning without the least 
damage. The sheet iron granary, so common in the 
west, when well connected with the earth may be con- 
sidered lightning-proof. The ground connections 
mentioned above may be made of metallic rods that 
extend well into the earth and securely fastened to th 
metallic covering of the buildings. 

In considering the form of lightning conductors it 
is well to keep in mind the fact that a metal covered 
building well connected with the earth is practically a 
lightning proof, and that one with a metallic roof, wel’ 
grounded, is excellently well protected if not perfectly 
safe. If, then, the roof of a building possesses a 
metallic ridge, eave-troughs and downspouts, these will 
afford very good protection if they are well connected 
and well grounded. A roof covered with a metallic 
screen, as a chicken screen, makes an excellent pro- 
tector when properly grounded. 

It must be remembered that the ground connection 
is a positive necessity and too much care cannot be 
exercised in its construction. The earth is the great 
reservoir of electrical energy and it is always at zero 
potential. If a discharge of lightning can be directed 
into the moist earth by a conductor, its energy is soon 
dissipated but the ground connection must be of con- 
siderable area and extend well into the moist earth. A 
piece of galvanized iron pipe driven into the ground 
seven or eight feet makes a good “ground.” Large 
buildings must have two or more such “grounds.” The 
connecting wires must be securely fastened to the 
ground connections, 

In the matter of conducting. wires, the U. S. 
Weather Bureau in a bulletin on Lightning and Light- 
ning Protection recommends a number three galvan- 
ized iron wire (Brown & Sharp gauge) as amply suf- 
ficient in size for ordinary lightning protection. !f 
metallic downspouts are used as conductors the con- 
nections should be made with the “grounds” with 
riveted joints. Copper conductors give no better pro- 
tection than iron if the iron is kept covered to prevent 
it from rusting. 

Wire fences are often cause of damage by lightning 
because of the method of construction. If the fence 
wires are grounded the danger from this cause w'!! 
disappear. Ground wires may be made of ordinary 
fence wire and should be connected with each of the 
wires of the fence and extend into the ground three 
feet. Suck “grounds” should be made for each 1 
feet of fence.

SIMMONS HARDWARE CO. TO BE RE. 
ORGANIZED. | 





Announcement has been made to the stockholders 
of the Simmons Hardware Co. of St. Louis, that , 
plan of reorganization has been arranged, whereby 
that company will be enabled to expand its operations 
indefinitely, and all its interests in the several states 
of the Union will be directly in control of the home 
office and under the ownership of the stockholders. 

Mr. E. C. Simmons, in a letter to the stockholders 
of the company, sets forth some interesting facts re- 
garding the history of this enterprise. The business 
was founded by Mr. Simmons and was incorporated 
by him on January 1, 1874, which is said to have been 
the first incorporation of a mercantile house in the 
United States. Mr. Simmons continued in active man- 
agement of the company until 1897, when by reason 
of poor health he turned the management over to his 
sons, but retained the chairmanship of the board of 
directors, a position which he now holds. 

The capital of the company on January 1, 1874, was 
$200,000, represented by actual values of merchan- 
dise and good accounts. Since then it has been in- 
creased from time to time until it is now $4,500,000, 
all of which has come from the earnings of the com- 
pany, no new money having been put into it. Regular 
dividends of about 7 per cent have been paid, ap- 
proximating $6,000,000, which with the increased cap- 
ital stock above noted represents earnings of about 
$10,000,000 in less than 38 years. 

For the past ten years it has been the policy of the 
company to establish branches in various parts of the 
country for the purpose of holding its trade in sections 
remote from St. Louis. It now becomes necessary 
to make further extensions of these branch houses, 
which means either a suspension of dividends for a 
term of years or getting more capital to preserve to 
the stockholders their regular dividends; and that, 
says Mr. Simmons is the principal object and the main 
feature of the plan of financial reorganization. The 
plan does not in itself add any new money to the 
company, but puts the corporation in such shape as to 
make it flexible and susceptible of indefinite expansion.

BAD HOUSING AND DIRTY AIR. 











Bad housing and dirty air are presumed to go hand 
in hand, and this is undoubtedly true, but it has also 
been determined by experiments by the boards of health 
of various cities that dirty air is also found in some 
of the most expensive homes in the land. The Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce has been giving a good 
deal of time to the study of the better housing of the 
people of that city and also to the provision of pure 
air in order that a healthier class of citizens may be 
had. The association named has been in the habit of 
holding weekly meetings at which topics of general 
interest are discussed by experts in the various lines 
considered, and on the occasion of the weekly lunch- 
eon on Wednesday, August 23, the question of steam 
and hot water heated flats and dirty air was consid- 
ered by Commissioner of Health Young and Sec- 
retary Pritchard of the Board of Health. Information 
with reference to the unwholesomeness of air in houses 
heated by either steam or hot water has been frequent- 
ly commented upon in these columns and thousands of 
articles have appeared in the medical journals and pub- 
lic press condemning such systems of heating when not 
accompanied by ventilation. The records show that 
fewer than five steam or hot water heated residences 
in ten thousand have any ventilation whatever, and the 
occupants thereof are at all times liable to what are 
known as bad air diseases, which cover a long list of 
ailments, many of them of a very serious character. 
In commenting on the discussion of the subject re- 
ferred to the Chicago Tribune publishes the following, 
which should be read by every occupant of a steam 
or hot water heated residence, and is commended to 
the consideration of such unfortunates 

“Steam heated flats and dirty air in Chicago are 
raising the death rate by tuberculosis and pneumonia, 
according to E. R. Pritchard, secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Health. Lack of preventive knowledge by 
people who are obliged to be in positions favorable to 
contracting ‘dirty air diseases’ is the cause of the 
heightened death rate,’ he said in an address before 
the ways and means committee of the Association of 
Commerce at the Hotel La Salle yesterday. 

“Diffusion of knowledge by means of newspapers 
as to the prevention of these diseases would mean the 
saving of thousands of lives in Chicago every year,” 
he continued. “This should be the real work of the 
health department. 

“Steam heated flats are a menace to public health. 
When the cold weather comes people close their houses 
up tight, and ventilation ceases. 

“People living in steam or hot water heated rooms 
should have a ventilating system of some kind. Where 
there is no ular ventilation system the doors or 
windows are not opened frequently enough in most 
cases. An efficient ventilation system could be made 
a part of any home at practically no cost.”—Galena,

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WARNS AGAINST WASTE OF COAL. 


Sir William Ramsay, K. C. B., in the presidential 
address at the opening of the eighty-first annual meet- 
ing of the British Association for the Advancement 
of Science, at London, Eng., August 30, 1911, dealt 
mainly with the atomic theory and the existing supply 
of stored up energy. 

Leaving the fertile field of speculation, he dwelt up- 
on the known stores of energy, particularly the coal 
fields. He earnestly repeated the warnings given by 
scientists from time to time against the present reck- 
less waste. Figured from the rapid increase in the 
output of coal, the British store would be exhausted 
in 175 years—a mere span of a nation’s life. 

It is to the more economical use of coal, he said, 
that the nation must look for the prolongation of its 
life. Its power in commercial competition is governed 
by the relative price of coal. 

When prices rise, owing to the threatened exhaus- 
tion, the nation will face famine and misery in many 
ways. He suggested many ways of economizing—tur- 
bines, gas engines, the distribution of electric power, 
the abandonment of wasteful open grate fires, and the 
substitution of central heating plants, etc. He urged 
the initiation of a conservation commission, like that 
of the United States, and legislation to control.

COST OF SCHOOLHOUSE HEATING INSTAL- 
LATION. 





From the annual report of the Schoolhouse Depart- 
ment of Boston, Mass., for the year ending February, 
IQII, it appears that the average cost of construction 
of thirty school buildings erected since 1902 per cubic 
foot was 22.8 cents. The cost of the building contracts 
averages 83.7 per cent of the total cost of the building, 
with a range of 77 to 86 per cent. The cost of the 
heating contracts averages 9.5 per cent of the total 
cost of the building, with limits of 7 and 15 per cent. 
The cost of the plumbing contracts averages 4.6 per 
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cent, and that of the electrical contracts 3.4 per cent 
of the total cost of the building. Three of the 30 
buildings are high school buildings and the average cost 
of building of the remaining 27 schools is per pupil 
$178. The cost per pupil of the three high school 
buildings is $548.25, $940.65 and $495.19, and the 
cubic contents of these buildings are 1,267,608, '1,392,- 
848 and 1,388,807 cubic feet respectively ; the number 
of pupils accommodated in these three buildings is 
540, 350 and 600, respectively.

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PATTERNS FOR THE HIP AND JACK BAR OF 
A HIPPED SKYLIGHT.

Hipped skylights are used where roofs are nearly 
level, and: are constructed over both large and small 
openings, such as elevator shafts, for office rooms, 
large hallways, and many other places too numerous 
to mention. In this problem the elevation of the com- 
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tions as shown by sections “B” and “C,” then draw 
lines through these sections, thus constructing the 
plan of the hip and jack bars; now draw all the miter 
lines as shown in the ridge, the plan of curb and. the 
jack bar mitering to the hip bar. To proceed with 
the development of the jack bar, erect vertical lines 
from every point where the jack bar miters to the hip 
bar as shown; these lines are to be extended until 
they reach their proper line in the elevation of com- 
mon bar as shown by the heavy miter lines for jack 
bar. After these lines are drawn, then with the com- 
pass take the distances 1-2; 2-3; 3-4, etc. from section 
“A,” and step them off on the stretchout lines which 
must always be drawn at right angles to the elevation ;

ion bar is first drawn by drawing the line 2-2 to its 
required pitch; next draw the section “A” to the 
required size the bar is to be, number all bends and 
draw lines through these points so that they are paral- 
lel to the glass line 2-2; next draw the ridge section 
and the lower curb the same as was explained in the 
previous issues. After having the elevation of the 
common bar, ridge section, and curb drawn, con- 
truct the part plan, by dropping lines from all points 
n the ridge section and the curb, then at some con- 
venient place draw the heavy lines to represent the 
ip and the jack bar. It should be understood that 
i¢ hip bar must be drawn on a 45-degree angle, 
hile the jack bar is perpendicular to the curb. Next 





next draw the stretchout lines, and project lines from 
all points in the miter lines for jack bar, also from 
points 1-3 and 6 in the curb until they reach lines 
in the stretchout having the same number as shown 
by 1-2-3, etc. 1’ 2’ 3’ 4’, etc. and 1” 2” 3” 4”, etc.: 
now draw straight lines through these points of inter- 
section and the pattern for the jack bar is complete. 
To continue with the hip bar, project lines from all 
points in the miter lines in the hip and ridge, also in 
hip and curb. Note: These lines must be drawn at 
right angles to the center line in hip bar in plan and 
may be drawn with the 45-degree triangle. After 
these lines are drawn, take a paper strip with straight 
edges and place it in the position as shown by paper 
strip X to the left of the elevation of the common 
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bar; now from points I-2-3 etc. in the ridge section 
and 1-2-3-4 etc. in the curb project horizontal lines 
until they reach the paper strip X, number each point 
as shown. Now take this paper strip and transfer it 
to the position as shown by paper strip X’, and from 
these points project lines until they reach lines having 
the same number projected from plan as shown by 
1’-2’-3’-4’ etc. in the ridge miter, also 1”-2’’-3’-4” 
ete. in the curb miter; now connect these points with 
lines and you have the true diagonal section through 
hip bar which shows how the miters at the ends of 
the bar must be cut. To obtain the correct stretchout 
for the diagonal bar, reproduce section “A” with all 
its points to a position as shown by section “D,” and 
from section in “D” project lines into the diagonal 
section as shown by points 1’-2’-3’ etc. in section “E.” 
For the pattern of the hip bar, draw a stretchout line 
at right angles to the diagonal section as shown by 
the heavy line, then with compass take distances 1’-2’ ; 
2’-3’; 3’-4’ etc. from section “E,” and step them off 
on the stretchout line in numerical order; next draw 
the stretchout lines, and project lines from all points 
in the ridge and curb miters of the diagonal section 
until they reach correspondingly numbered lines in 
the stretchout as shown by 6-5-4-3-2-1’-2’-3’ etc. of 
the ridge pattern, and 6-5-4” etc. in the curb pat- 
ern. Now draw lines connecting these points and 
the pattern for the hip bar is finished. Note: In the 
next issue the common bar, the curb, and the cross 
bar for the hipped skylight will be shown.

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SECRETARY’S REPORT, NATIONAL ASSOCIA- 
TION SHEET METAL CONTRACTORS, 
OMAHA CONVENTION, 

AUG. I1, 1911. 





In presenting my first report to you as secretary, I shall 
have to depart from the usual custom of generalities and 
give the specific facts and figures regarding the work of my 
office during the past year. 

The Philadelphia convention decided to establish perma- 
nent national headquarters and place your secretary in charge 
of them. To him was practically given the management of 
the affairs of the association, in so far as that management 
applied to the growth of the organization, holding together 
the locals already composing it and the organization of new 
locals. Whether the results of this year’s work has demon- 
strated the wisdom of that step you are to judge as the 
facts are presented to you. 

The Philadelphia convention felt that our organizatior 
had reached the point where it was too large for persons to 
give their time gratuitously to its management. The Na- 
tional Association is a big problem; it is like a business; 
must receive business attention and management; be con- 
ducted along definite and methodical lines. No one would 
think of giving his business occasional attention and expect 
it to grow and prosper. It is exactly the same with a na- 
tional trade organization. Somebody must be directing its 
policy, growth and holding together that which it already has. 

During the past year your secretary has devoted prac- 
tically his entire time to the work of the organization. Here- 
tofore the bulk of the work had been done by himself as 
president, and the two former secretaries, and it had been 
conducted as well as could be expected under the circum- 
stances. 

When I gave the entire field a critical examination as I 
began the work last September, I found a good many weak 
spots among our local organizations. My first work I con- 
sidered was to strengthen the associations and the member- 
ship that we already had. One illustration will be sufficient. 
The Houston, Tex., local had been reduced to six members. 
When a local goes from fifteen members down to six the 
days of that local association are numbered. I took up the 
work of interesting the former members of that local. Our 
office went at it vigorously. The result today is that the 
Houston local has a good, strong organization and increased 
its membership from six to thirteen. 

There were many other like examples that required at- 
tention. I think I am safe in stating that practically one- 
third of my time this year has been given to strengthening 
and holding in line the organizations that we had at the be- 
ginning of the year, and using a great deal of effort to bring 
back several of the locals that did not make a report at the 
Philadelphia convention. I am pleased to add that results 
from these efforts were successful, as this report later on 
will show. Of course, in this work among the different 
locals, I have been ably assisted by local secretaries and 
other members who had the best interests of the local organ 
ization at heart. 

At the beginning of the association year I set a mark for 
the increase in membership which I hoped to attain. That 
mark was 500. Of course we have come short of it, but I 
feel that the fault is not with the amount of new work that 
has been done during the year, but because the old local 
associations upon which we had depended for an inctease 
show practically no increase, or in some cases a loss. If 
those locals which had an opportunity for growth had come 
up to our expectations, there would have been no difficulty 
in reaching our set mark for increased membership. 

At the very beginning of the year I went over the mem- 
bership list, as reported at the Philadelphia convention, care- 
fully. There were several local associations showing a de- 
crease itt membership in the report to that convention. I felt 
that it was possible for these local organizations to put forth 
special efforts and regain the membership ‘they had lost, and 
possibly make an increase. I therefore wrote to the locals 
of Baltimore, Cleveland, Brooklyn and ‘several of the other 
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larger ones urging them to put forth special effort to regain 
the membership they had lost during the year. To most of 
these locals I suggested that they set a mark for a certain 
number of new members to which they should bend every 
energy toward securing during the association year. I sug- 
gested to Philadelphia that it increase its membership by 
fifty; to Cleveland, if they could not bring back the eighteen 
they had lost in 1910. I suggested to Brooklyn that they 
increase their membership from thirty-five to fifty. I also 
suggested a certain number to several other locals, asking if 
it were possible to make an increase anywhere from two to 
five members, according to the opportunity for growth in 
the different localities. Somewhat to my surprise, however, 
instead of these organizations reporting any increase in mem- 
bership, a decrease came in. 

This is not made a part of this report in any critical 
way, but simply to show that if it had not been for the new 
organizations, new members coming in through them, our 
organization this year would have had to report a decreased 
membership from that reported at the Philadelphia conven- 
tion. It is not criticism that we need in this matter so much 
as it is to look at the exact facts and see if we cannot find 
some method to increase our membership in locals where 
there is opportunity for growth rather than have to report a 
decrease every year. 

Our good Cleveland friends instead of increasing their 
membership by eighteen, decreased it by six. Brooklyn, in- 
stead of reporting fifty, lost fourteen, and reports only twen- 
ty-one members this year. Baltimore made an increase of 
four members. Our good, strong Philadelphia local, instead 
of coming up to an expected increase of fifty, decreases 
seven; San Antonio loses four members; Terre Haute, three; 
Denver, thirteen; Brooklyn, fourteen; Peoria, six; Toledo, 
Camden, Salt Lake City, Covington, Cape May, one each; 
Omaha, Houston, Providence gained seven each; Buffalo, 
ten; Youngstown, five; Tri-City, three; Johnston, Quincy, 
Milwaukee, Portland, one; Syracuse, Baltimore, four each. 

In all, locals lost 66 members, while 13 locals gained 52 
members. On the other hand, Ft. Worth, Tex., St. Joseph, 
Mo., Washington, D. C., Minneapolis, Minn., made no re- 
ports last year, have reaffiliated, which is a distinct gain. 

So much for the old work. Let us turn our attention for 
a few moments to the new work that has been done during 
the year. 

Since the Philadelphia convention, not including coming 
to the Omaha convention, I have traveled in the work of our 
organization 14,631 miles. I have visited 52 cities. I utterly 
failed in White Plains, N. Y., Pottstown, Lebanon, Pa., Tif- 
fen, Lima, Newark, Ohio, Racine, Wis., Yonkers, N. Y., Oil 
City, Pa. I succeeded in organizing local associations that 
have already come into our National Association in New 
Rochelle, N. Y., Zanesville, O., Oshkosh, Fond du Lac, 
Kenosha, Wis., Dubuque, Waterloo, Ia., Aurora, IIl., Marion, 
Muncie, Ind., Sharon, Pa., Madison, Wis., Bay City, Mich. 
Two others should be mentioned, which makes a total of 
fifteen locals organized and admitted during the year, i. e., 
St. Louis, Mo., and Waco, Tex. Washington and Minneap- 
olis, former members, were visited and persuaded to reor- 
ganize and reaffiiate. 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., was visited and organized, but in their 
desire to accomplish great results at first apparently killed 
the goose before it had an opportunity to lay the golden egg. 
This seems to be one of the cases where they wanted to 
accomplish too much even before they understand the rudi- 
mentary features of practical organization work. I have not 
time to moralize on this particular case, but it is one of the 
few instances where they overreached themselves before they 
secured confidence in each other. 

Racine, Wis., received me very nicely, held splendid meet- 
ing in the evening and two weeks afterward turned the prop- 
osition down cold and hard. 

Worcester, Fall River and New Bedford, Mass., were 
visited with President Braley and Mr. Fred Morse, secretary 
of the Providence local, last January. Worcester and Fall 
River still have their local associations and will probably 
unite with us later on. 

Organizations have been formed in St. Paul, Minn., 
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Bloomington, Ill, Rockford, Ill, Port Huron, Bay ‘ity. 
Lansing, Battle Creek, Mich., Elkhart, South Bend, Ind. _ 

I had hoped that a good majority of these would ja\¢ 
perfected their organizations before this time and that jhe 
would be represented at this convention. 

I also visited the locals at New Albany, Fort Wayne anq 
Erie, none of which reported at the Philadelphia convertion, 
with the hope of bringing them back into our National .\sso 
ciation. I only can report that my efforts in this dircctioy 
were a failure. On the same trip I also visited the Indian 
apolis local, with the probable result that they will be with 
us again. 

I also met with the Cincinnati local, which withdrew j\, 
membership in 1910. I spent a very pleasant afternoon with 
the members of that association. The question of continy- 
ing their membership was put squarely up to that local. |; 
was referred to the board of trustees for action,-and since 
that reference last October we have heard nothing from the 
matter. 

During the year I have visited the following locals 
Covington, Terre Haute, Providence, Decatur, Brooklyn 
Reading, Baltimore, Tri-City. Several of these locals de- 
sired the presence of the secretary in order to get advice 
upon some practical matters relating to the work of the asso- 
ciation. 

The total association expense, not including the Philadel 
phia convention expense, during the past year has been 
$2,592.89. 

When I took charge of the office some office furniture 
was necessary. We already had a. good typewriter, which 
had been purchased by. former Secretary Goebel a year previ 
ous; also a typewriter desk, a mimeograph machine of some 
what doubtful efficiency, but still capable of doing fair servy- 
ice in duplicating a limited number of letters. This was the 
sum total of the outfit. A desk and chair were purchased at 
a cost of $49. Later on a filing cabinet was purchased in 
conjunction with the Philadelphia local, at a cost of about 
$25, the National Association bearing one-half the expense, 
and both offices using the cabinet. This cabinet was a neces 
sity because it would be utterly impossible to keep track of 
our correspondence in the old twenty-five cent files. Our 
office equipment has therefore cost $60.85. 

Let us consider the matter of traveling expenses and 
compare it with the income that has been derived from this 
expenditure. As stated above, I traveled 14,631 miles at an 
expenditure of $551.26, visiting in all fifty-two places. The 
admission fees received from the locals that came in during 
the year, and which can very properly be credited to this ex 
pense, has been $305. With an increase of 17 locals and 169 
members, yielding a per capita tax of $348, it will be thus 
seen that the money spent in actual travel has proved a wise 
investment from the fact that every dollar of it came back 
the first year in membership admission fees and per capita 
tax, with a surplus of $100. 

While the traveling expenses cannot be properly cred- 
ited with the increased individual membership, we want to 
bear in mind that that increase was 50, yielding $160 in ad 
mission fees and per capita tax from this source. 

From these facts it seems that money and time and effort 
put into the organization is the best investment that this asso- 
ciation can make; $551.26 spent in traveling expenses has 
yielded a most splendid income, not only for the present 
year, but for years to come. 

INCOME, 

The income of our association comes from four sources 
Admission fees, local association and individual members

Several local associations have ceased to exist and the 
members have been asked to continue their membership as 
individuals in Our National Association.

Several of the locals seem to have died a very quiet 
death. Ft. Wayne, New Albany, Ind., and Erie, Pa., seem 
to be gone beyond hope of resurrection. I have used my 
pest efforts by personal visitation and mail to keep these 
locals alive, but without any result. 

Two years ago New Orleans came to the Louisville con- 
vention in an apparently flourishing condition. They had 
outlined a tremendous amount of local work, the accom- 
plishment of which apparently overwhelmed them. That 
organization has disintegrated and at the present time is no 
more. I believe that if our National Association had had 
more money this year to have spent in organization work, 
the New Orleans local could have been saved for us. They 
sent an urgent request for some one to come to New Orleans. 
The conditions of our treasury did not seem to warrant your 
secretary in spending the money necessary to go there and 
hold that local together. Had there been sufficient funds it 
would have been a very good investment, because it prob- 
ably would have been the means of saving that local to our 
National Association. 

I do not know whether the secretary of the Duluth, 
Minn., local is on earth or not. My letters to him, while 
not returned, have not been answered for the last six months. 
[am unable to obtain any information: whatever from that 
organization. 

While some locals have gone to pieces, our National 
Association is awakening an interest in the trade throughout 
the country. There has been evidenced more than ever this 
year a feeling among the sheet metal contractors of the neces 
sity for organization. Quite a number of cities during the 
summer have written for information as to the proper way 
of organizing. One of our individual members in Scottdale, 
Pa., another in Ardmore, Okla., are at the present time en- 
deavoring to form organizations. E. J. Beesemen, former 
president of the Hartford local, but now of Los Angeles, 
Cal. is organizing in that city. Seattle, Wash., is trying to 
get itself together. These are all encouraging features of 
the work, : 

Another encouragement during the year has been the 
number of persons who have applied for admission into our 
National Association without any solicitation. It is very 
seldom that persons voluntarily join associations, especially 
of the individual class like ours. 

There is one feature in reference to the local secretaries 
to which I would draw their attention, i. ¢., the promptness 
of making their reports to national headquarters at the end 
of the fiscal year. Practically the entire month of July is 
given for this purpose. Heretofore it has been our practice 
to make the per capita tax July Ist. This gives a whole 
month and more before the convention, yet despite this time 
your secretary is pushed to the limit the few days previous 
to the convention getting his report ready, all because the 
local associations did not send in their per capita tax on 
time. How can any secretary be expected to give a compre- 
hensive report of the workings of his office, especially that 
relating to finance and membership, when there is piled upon 
lim at the very last moment about three-fourths of the re- 

tts from the local associations? This report is being writ- 

on the second day of August, yet notwithstanding all the 
irgent requests for remittances to our local secretaries, there 
twenty-five local associations from whom no reports have 


‘con received. How can you expect your secretary to be 


to give these matters some thought and prepare a clean- 
report for your consideration? I therefore want to urge 
pon the different local associations that their reports be 
in promptly in order to give this office sufficient time to 
them over and prepare a proper report to the convention. 
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LOCAL MEMBERSHIP LISTS. 

1 requested that with the per capita tax remittances an 
accurate list of the local members be furnished the national 
headquarters. In most instances this request was complied 
with. I am sorry to report, however, that even with the 
most insistent drumming, some secretaries have failed to 
give these lists. I feel that it is absolutely essential that the 
national office should have a complete list of members from 
each local association, and I can see no reason why any local 
secretary should want to withhold such a list. Whenever a 
member is dropped or a new one added to the local, the 
local secretary should at once inform the national office; by 
so doing we shall have an up-to-date record of our mem 
bership. 

Many requests have come from the eastern and southern 
sections of the country to this office from sheet metal con- 
tractors asking if we could put them in touch with mechanics, 
especially competent foremen. I have invariably referred 
such inquiries to the head of our Philadelphia labor bureau. 
If any of our members have suggestions to offer along this 
line I should be very glad to have them. It is very seldom 
this office gets an application from a mechanic for a position. 
We have, therefore, been unable to give the sheet metal con 
tractors a satisfactory reply to their inquiries for help. 

The Philadelphia convention directed your secretary to 
take up with the American Institute of Architects a resolu- 
tion adopted at that convention regarding the “one-eighth 
inch scale and three-eight inch scale” drawings. A\ll letters 
to the secretary of the American Institute of Architects have 
remained unanswered. 

The report of the Local Secretaries’ Club adopted at the 
Philadelphia convention instructed the national secretary to 
send a letter each month to the different locals. This is very 
easy to put on paper, but somewhat difficult of performance. 
It has been found impossible to comply strictly with this in- 
struction. A general letter to the different locals would 
hardly answer the purpose. I have tried to keep the local 
organizations informed of events in their respective places. 
Wherever labor trouble seemed apparent I have put the or- 
ganization on their guard. In general, I have tried to fit a 
letter to the needs of the particular association. The general 
field of information is so covered each month through the 
“Master Sheet Metal Workers’ Journal,” that anything I 
might say in a general way would be practically a repeti- 
tion. It seems to me that the proposition ought to be re- 
versed and each local secretary send a letter every month 
to the national secretary. If this were done your national 
secretary would have the opportunity to review the whole 
association work every month and give that information 
through the columns of the journal, not only to our members, 
but non-members, who undoubtedly would take more interest 
in our organization. 

I might raise several interesting questions among the 
local associations. There has been a desire to lop off the 
delinquent member and not pay per capita tax on him to the 
National Association. In going over one of the lists sent in 
I noticed the name of a certain former member was not on 
the list; he had become delinquent and no per capita tax was 
paid on him. At the next meeting of that local I noticed this 
man paid up his back dues and thus was in good standing. 
I am not raising the question, but the thought flashed through 
my mind that our National Association did not receive per 
capita tax upon that member, although at the present time 
he is in good standing. How many such instances have oc- 
curred during the year we have no knowledge, and it has 
probably never occurred to any local association to consider 
this matter. 

The correspondence of the national office has been vol- 
uminous during the year. We have kept no account of the 
number of letters received or sent out, but the fact that our 
postage amounted to $150 is some evidence of the volume of 
correspondence that has gone out of our office. It is not an 
uncommon thing to send from twenty to fifty letters a day, 
all under first-class postage. 

There are two or three locals which I think deserve 
special mention. Little Rock, Ark. and Salt Lake City, 
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Utah, have been very loyal to our National Association for 
the last two years. These locals are many miles from any 
other local organization and have not heretofore been able 
to be represented at our national convention, yet maintain 
their organization in spite of all these difficulties. I want to 
commend particularly these two small but faithful and loyal 
locals of our National Association. Being situated so far 
from any other locals, they may get the idea that we do not 
think about them, but such is not the case. 

There is another local that also deserves mention for its 
loyalty—that of Portland, Ore. This local is hundreds of 
miles from any other organization of our trade, yet for four 
or five years it has maintained its identity and been loyal to 
our National Association. 

I wish particularly to commend the work of W. C. Tor- 
bett, Waco, Tex. The firm of Torbett & Germond has been 
an individual member of our National Association for sev- 
eral years. Last spring Mr. Torbett organized the Waco 
local with only a few members; reaching out into the nearby 
towns he was able to report seventeen members for the Waco 
local. The Texas State Association held its convention in 
Waco and Mr. Torbett was made secretary. Mr. Torbett 
has not confined his energies to the Waco local, but person- 
ally went to Fort Worth and Dallas and brought those locals 
back into our National Association. He is also in corre- 
spondence with several firms in the large cities of Oklahoma, 
with a view to organizations. I wish we had a dozen Tor- 
betts in our National Association. 

I know the members of our board of trustees are all 
busy men with individual business interests that must be 
looked after. The original idea in creating a board of six- 
teen members was that they would be a part of the working 
force of our association. I have often wished during the 
year that a little more ginger could be injected into the mem- 
bers of our board. It is rather discouraging for the fly-wheel 
of the running machinery to send out enthusiastic letters to 
members of our national board and get scarcely any response 
therefrom. Please do not think this is fault-finding, but I do 
want to impress upon every member of the board of trustees 
that when he accepts the office he assumes an obligation to 
the association at large. To all the members of the board 
who have given me any assistance during the year, I wish 
at this time to express my appreciation for the same. I might 
make mention of Messrs. Smith, Hussie and Hoersting, who 
secured quite a number of individual members; also of K. I. 
Willis, who took more than ordinary interest and assisted in 
the organization work of his territory. 

I wish also to make mention of our national treasurer, 
W. A. Fingles. The accounts of the treasurer have been 
kept in an up-to-date, businesslike manner. All matters per- 
taining to the treasurer’s office have received the most prompt 
attention. 

Our thanks are due to several members of the Omaha 
local for their interests in securing quite a number of indi- 
vidual members in the state of Nebraska. 

A good word for the chairman of the Omaha conven- 
tion committee, John H. Hussie, is by no means out of place. 
If Mr. Hussie should change his name to “Hustler,” I think 
it would be more appropriate. This gentleman has been 
most prompt in all his correspondence relative to the con- 
vention affairs. To him and his colleagues on the conven- 
tion committee should be given more than passing praise for 
the efficient manner in which they have handled our conven- 
tion problem for 1911. 

I wish to commend most of our local secretaries for their 
faithfulness and promptness in the matter of correspondence 
during the year. It is certainly a pleasure to deal with a 
person who will promptly answer one’s correspondence. I 
sometimes think some: individuals have the idea that the 
national secretary has nothing to do in his office but look 
wise. If such people could understand how much trouble 
and inconvenience they put this office to by a failure to 
promptly answer correspondence, they would change their 
business methods. With some individuals it is necessary to 
drum, drum, drum, hammer, hammer, hammer to get any 
reply. It takes more time to get information from the slow, 
inefficient fellow than all the rest put together.

I believe tha 
we are on the verge, not of a tremendous growth in size, py 
of a much larger increase in membership than ever before 
I believe that conditions are ripe for a great gathering jn oj 
members during the coming year.

HARDWARE. 


The most cheering indications are still in the future. 
Heavy hardware men in session at Minneapolis during 
the past week admit that business is not what it ought 
to be, but are hopeful for the Fall trade. Salesmen 
for the steel companies who have been out through the 
West and Southwest report prospects favorable for a 
good demand from those sections during the Fall 
months. They base their expectations on what they 
have seen on the road and also on the crop reports 
which they have secured at close range. The mate- 
rial improvement in crop conditions since the last gov- 
ernment report of August I puts general market pros- 
pects in much better position than 30 days ago. The 
demand for structural steel is of good proportions 
and indicates that building activity will be at least nor- 
mal, if not above the average, during the remainder 
of the year. In this activity the hardware trade can- 
not fail to share. 

While structural steel is moving fairly well, mer- 
chant lines of steel are quiet. The wire manufactur- 
ers report their orders for August were equal to the 
average for that month of past years for prompt or 
early shipments, but it is noted that there is some hes- 
itation on the part of buyers in placing contracts for 
future delivery. For this unsettled business conditions 
are blamed. 

The hardware market is unchanged as to prices. 
The manufacturers’ nail market remains steady. The 
base price at the mill for jobbers is $1.70 per keg and 
$1.85 at the mill for less than carloads. The base 
price of cut nails at the mill for jobbers is $1.60 per 
keg. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.93, $2.00 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.99, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net.

TIN PLATE, 

The mills are still running at the same capacity as 
reported last week, about 300 mills being in operation, 
of which 100 are mills of the independents. Now that 
the August contract specifications are in hand, the 
prospect is that the mills will continue to run for the 
greater part of September at the same rate that they 
have been operating since early in August. 

The tendency to shade prices is still noticeable, but 
the market has been somewhat strengthened by the 
scarcity and high prices of pig tin. The market is 
quotable at $3.60 to $3.70 and is quiet on that basis. 
Consumers are not in the mood to buy for future de- 
livery, but manufacturers are equally firm in their 
ideas and are not disposed to make concessions.

While there has been some prospect that tin platd 
contracts may be closed for the first quarter of ne, 
year at some concession from the official list, on th. 
other hand sheets on which buying has been altogethe;

this year. This is an improvement over conditions that 
have prevailed of late, as it is now well known that up 
to a very late date black sheets were shaded $2.0 , 
ton or more on fourth quarter contracts, and galvan- 
ized at least $1.00 a ton.

COPPER. firt 
The statistical position of the copper market is prac- 
tically unchanged, and quotations are about the same 
as last week, though there has been some gain on the 
New York market, of unimportant proportions. The st 
demand for copper the world over is large. The Lon- 
don market is firm. In the United States the copper 
consumption is the heaviest in the history of the metal. 
Extensions to water power plants, additions to elec- 
tric light facilities, increased trolley lines, and various 
other factors which go to make up the substantial use 
of copper in various forms are continually adding 
to the growth of the demand, 
J. Chester Hutchinson, of Wiggin & Elwell, Bos- 
ton, writes specially to AMERICAN ARTISAN as follows: 
“Copper has been quoted slightly lower this week, 
but there seems to be very little pressure to sell. .\ 
number of our friends, representing some of the larg- 
est consuming interests in this country, including the 
American Brass Co. and Messrs. Stone & Webster, 
expect a very strong market for the metal the balance 
of this year. Buyers have more confidence, and the 
bugaboo, as far as the new production is concerned, 
seems to have vanished, as it is quite clear that our 
1911 production will only slightly exceed that of 1910. 
“Exports in August were about 21,000,000 pounds 
less than in July. Granting that there will be quite an 
increase in the production this month and that the de- 
liveries will be about the same as in July, the [’ro- 
ducers’ statement on September 8 will probably show 
quite an increase in the visible supply.”

There is no change in the coke market. Most of the 
larger consumers have contracted for their require- 
ments and shipments are now heavier.

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$1.75(@2.00 is quoted for prompt shipment and $2.00 
(22.25 for shipment over the second half of this year. 
Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is quoted at $1.65 
(01.75 for shipment over the next six months. 

The coke traffic during the first half of the present 
year shows a more unfavorable development, owing 
to the slackened demand in the iron and steel trades. 
Thus the estimated production of the Connellsville 
region shows a decline of almost 30% from 11,289,509 
short tons for the first 26 weeks in 1910 to 8,026,923 
short tons for the same period of the present year. 
The coke traffic of 8 leading eastern railroads shows 
about the same relative decline from 15,019,444 short 
tons in 1910 to 11,010,019 short tons in IQI1.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, O., in their mar- 
ket report, say:
